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REPORTS TO MEMBERS 


President 

Council members have given much time and attention throughout 
the year to discussions which culminated with the formal advertise¬ 
ment in March, 1978, of a new Auckland War Memorial Museum 
Maintenance Bill. In 1975 the Local Bills Committee rejected pro¬ 
posals by Whangarei City Council and Waiuku Borough Council that 
they should withdraw from statutory support of the Museum, but 
recommended that a more equitable basis for financial support should 
be devised. Parliament accepted this recommendation, and directed 
that the Museum and the Department of Internal Affairs should con¬ 
sult to achieve this end. The new Bill is our response to this directive. 

The major change proposed by the Bill is that all territorial 
Authorities in the Auckland provincial area should become statutory 
contributors, rather than only some of the provincial Authorities as 
in the present Act. Two other new features are, firstly, substantial 
changes in Local Authority representation on the Museum Council 
to spread membership more widely than at present; and, secondly, 
provision for substantial reductions in contributions due from those 
Authorities maintaining their own museum with salaried staff. As in 
the present Act, contributions are based on both rateable capital 
value and population, while a reduction factor is applied to all pro¬ 
vincial Authorities according to road distance from the Chief Post 
Office, Auckland. 

Remembering always that this Museum is the provincial War 
Memorial, and that it was built with funds generously subscribed by 
people from all over the provincial area, the only fair way to ensure 
its financial support is to spread the burden over the whole of that 
area. This has been the guiding principle throughout all discussion 
on the present Bill. On a number of occasions the question of charging 
for admittance has been raised. To do this would break faith with all 
those who subscribed to the buildings, on the clear understanding that 
their gifts would build a War Memorial open to everyone, and Council 
has felt unable to accept the suggestion of a door charge. 

The greater part of the work of drawing up the proposals forming 
the basis of the Bill was carried out by the following Subcommittee 
set up by the Finance Committee: Mr R. E. Thomas (Chairman, 
Finance Committee), the President (ex officio). Mr S. G. Brookcr, 
Mr I. W. McKinnon, Mr T. R. Woolliams and the Director; the Sub¬ 
committee later reported back to the Finance Committee, which in 
turn conveyed its recommendations to the full Council. Our warm 
thanks arc recorded to Subcommittee members, and especially to Mr 
McKinnon for his extensive and most effective contribution at all 
stages. The assistance given by officers of the Department of Internal 
Affairs, especially during the early stages of discussion, has been much 
appreciated. 
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Fund-raising for our major maintenance project, the replace¬ 
ment of the deteriorated metal frames of the windows in the World 
War I building (see 1976-77 Report), has made particularly satisfac¬ 
tory progress: the Door Appeal has now produced $38,791.61. Total 
funds available on 31st March towards this $183,400 project stood at 
$92,680.24 (including the sum produced by the Members Appeal: 
$5255.16). 

The Council also decided this year that members should be given 
the opportunity to contribute directly, in addition to the funds pro¬ 
vided through subscriptions, to the maintenance and development of 
the Library and to building up the collections. Accordingly, we have 
set up two new permanent Funds, respectively, the Members’ Library 
Purposes Fund and the Members’ Specimen Purchase Fund: the initial 
response of members has been most generous, the two Funds on 31st 
March containing: Library Purposes. $2,260.29: Specimen Purchase, 
$698.25. We hope that members will consider contributing on a 
regular basis and that Life Members especially, in view of the com¬ 
paratively low level of our Life Membership subscription, will give 
their support to the Funds. 

Of special interest this year was the installation of a facility to 
assist our quite appreciable number of disabled visitors — a wheel¬ 
chair ramp adjacent to the Main Entrance. It is with pleasure that we 
now record our appreciation of the success of our Architect, Mr R. 
F. Draffin, in solving a problem made more difficult through the 
Museum's comparatively high floor level, and our very cordial thanks 
to the Board of Trustees of the Auckland Savings Bank whose 
generous donation of $4000 made the installation possible. We are 
also grateful for the interest taken in the project at an early stage by 
Mrs J. A. Crum, of Auckland, and wish to thank Mrs Crum for a 
monetary contribution. The ramp was officially opened on 2nd March, 
1978, by the Deputy President of the Savings Bank’s Board of Trustees. 
Mr C. Brenton-Rule. 

An event not directly the responsibility of the Museum, yet of 
special interest in that it has much improved the appearance of the 
building from the Parnell side, was the removal of all wooden power 
poles along the approach from Maunsell Road, and their replace¬ 
ment by lighting standards. We take this opportunity of recording 
our appreciation to the Auckland Electric-Power Board. 

Two functions may be mentioned briefly, the first being of par¬ 
ticular interest in view of its association with the late Sir Gilbert 
Archey. Sir Gilbert’s book, “Whaowhia: Maori Art and its Artists", 
completed shortly before his death in 1974 was formally launched on 
Wednesday evening, 29th June, 1977, at a function arranged jointly 
with the publishers, Messrs Collins; guests first participated in the 
formal Maori ceremony in the Maori Court, and then moved to the 
Auditorium to hear a most moving address in memory of Sir Gilbert 
by Mr H. D. B. Dansey.

March, 1978, to the New Zealand Law Society for its Triennial Law 
Conference Reception, and we had much pleasure in being associated 
with the Society on this occasion. 

As mentioned in Mr Turbott’s report, the main new installation 
in our display halls this year has been the complete reorganization of 
the Pacific exhibits, and all members will wish to join in recording 
their congratulations to the staff concerned, and especially to Mr Bay- 
liss, on his further success in designing an attractive and highly im¬ 
aginative Hall. 


Awards 


We have much pleasure in congratulating the following members 
on honours received from Her Majesty the Queen: Sir Kenneth Myers, 
Knight Bachelor; Mr A. F. Hunter.

Our Director, Mr Turbott, occupies a special place in museum 
circles. He returned to Auckland in 1964 to undertake the difficult 
task of following Sir Gilbert Archey, and he has succeeded brilliantly. 
The most conclusive proof of his success is to be found in the attend¬ 
ance figures quoted at the end of this report. To have attracted an 
additional one million visitors per year within the short space of 
seven years is an excellent performance by any standard. We offer 
special congratulations to Mr Turbott for the honour recently awarded 
him, and our most sincere thanks for his outstanding work for the 
Museum. 

At the last Annual General Meeting members elected Mr T. E. 
Clark and Mr J. H. Rose, LL.B., to Honorary Life Membership. Mr 
Clark's gifts to assist in the development of the Museum’s collection 
of Chinese ceramics have been exceptionally generous and have enabled 
us to add pieces otherwise well beyond our resources. Mr Rose, a 
member of our Trust Board since 1966, served on the Council from 
1951 to 1970 and held the Presidency from 1958 to 1960: in 1963 
he took a leading part in the negotiations with Local Authorities con¬ 
cerning the present Auckland War Memorial Museum Maintenance 
Amendment Act, and was President at the time of the official opening 
of the World War II building additions. 


Council 


In the election at the Annual General Meeting to fill three 
vacancies on the Council the successful candidates were Dr H. V. 
Coop, Associate-Professor Joan Robb and Mr R. E. Thomas. We 
have pleasure in congratulating Dr Coop and Mr Thomas on their 
return, and in welcoming Professor Robb to her seat on the Council. 

The elections held in December, 1977, for Local Authority repre¬ 
sentatives — following the October Local Authority Elections — 
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resulted in a number of changes in membership, the successful candi¬ 
dates being: Mr 0. E. Walker (sitting member) (northern provincial 
Authorities); Mrs N. J. Bourkc (silting member) (North Shore Authori¬ 
ties); Mr J. D. Auckram (sitting member). Mr C. J. Dooner, Mr W.R. 
M. Haresnape, Mr T. S. Impcy. Mrs S. M. Weight, Mrs E. A. Wylie 
(sitting member) (southern metropolitan Authorities); and Mrs D. M. 
E. Clark (southern provincial Authorities). We welcome these repre¬ 
sentatives to their seats on the Council, and take the opportunity to 
record our deep appreciation to the retiring members, Mr C. R. Bach, 
Mr H. Brown, Mr J. R. Dart and Mr T. R. Woolliams. Mr Bach and 
Mr Brown were especially long-serving members (respectively 20 and 
12 years), while Mr Woolliams had served for six years and Mr Dart 
for the past three-year term; their contribution to the work of the 
Council was in all cases considerable, and all will be much missed. At 
the October elections Mr Woolliams was elected Mayor of Rotorua, 
and all will wish to join in congratulations and appreciation of his 
assistance during his term on the Museum Council. 

A change was made also in the Auckland City Council’s repre¬ 
sentation, Mr I. W. McKinnon and Mr W. J. Strevens being re¬ 
appointed. and Mrs C. A. Tizard appointed in place of Mr H. D. B. 
Dansey who had not offered himself for re-election to the City Coun¬ 
cil. Mr Dansey's contribution over his five-year period as a Council 
member was greatly appreciated, and his resignation in November was 
received with much regret. 

Finally, we wish to express our appreciation of the long period 
of service completed by Dr E. H. Roche who did not offer himself 
for re-election to the Council at the Annual General Meeting. Dr 
Roche had retired last year after 10 years as Museum Committee 
Chairman and it is with pleasure that we again record our deep ap¬ 
preciation of his work as a Council member since his election in 1962. 

Staff 

In September, 1977, our Botanist. Dr A. E. Orchard, was suc¬ 
cessful in his application for the post of Curator of the Tasmanian 
Herbarium, attached to the Tasmanian Museum and Art Gallery, in 
Hobart, and left to take up his appointment on 3rd March. We take 
this opportunity of recording our congratulations and best wishes to 
Dr Orchard, and much regret that his appointment has meant his loss 
to our own staff. Dr Orchard’s skilled supervision of the Museum’s 
herbarium and distinguished research contributions since he was ap¬ 
pointed in 1971 have contributed greatly to the development of this 
important Department. 

The Council promoted the Assistant Botanist, Miss Jeanne H. 
Goulding, to the post of Botanist in place of Dr Orchard. Miss 
Goulding’s experience in the maintenance and development of the 
herbarium, and keen interest in all aspects of the Department’s work, 
will ensure that our present high standards in this section are fully 
maintained. 
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The post of Staff Artist was filled in October with the appoint¬ 
ment of Mr R. J. Wolfe, B.F.A. Mr Wolfe has had previous experience 
in commercial printing and design, and was for four years Assistant 
Preparator in the Canterbury Museum's display department. 

Through the grant for museum conservation received this year 
under the Government scheme (see below) we were able to add to 
the staff for an initial two-year period. Miss Joanna Boileau, B.A., 
being appointed Temporary Assistant Preparator. 

It is with much regret that we record the resignation from the 
School Service staff as from 16th December of Miss Anne Leahy, 
further mention of which is made by Mr Berry in his report. Miss 
Leahy has since 1970 contributed greatly to the development of the 
Service, and has played a major part in developing the use made of 
the Maori Court and of the anthropological sections generally. 

Two members of our staff. Mr Wise and Mr Cernohorsky, were 
chosen to accompany the Royal Society of New Zealand Pacific Ex¬ 
pedition to Fiji in June-July, 1977. Our thanks to the Society, and 
to the Government which made transport available in R.V. Tangaroa, 
are gladly recorded. 

In addition, several staff members have this year been able to 
extend their research programmes through overseas visits. Our Eth¬ 
nologist. Mr D. R. Simmons, is at present away on a six-months' 
tour of British and continental museums which will enable him to 
survey Maori collections in this area and thus to complete the am¬ 
bitious recording programme begun on his tour of the United States 
and Canada in 1973. Miss Davidson returned on 29th March, 1978, 
from a three-months’ stay on the Duff Islands (Outer Eastern Islands 
District of the Solomons group) where she carried out archaeological 
field work as part of Professor R. C. Green's comprehensive S. E. 
Solomons Cultural History Programme (see Miss Davidson's report, 
below). In addition. Mr Cernohorsky spent a month in January-Feb- 
ruary, 1978, examining molluscan material relating to his Indo- 
Pacific research projects at the Smithsonian Institution and other 
United States museums, details being given in his report.

We record with regret the death of the following members:

Mr A. D. Mead who died on 30th May, 1977, was one of the 
Institute's most long-standing members, having joined in 1928. As 
the Auckland City Council Waterworks Engineer he was largely re¬ 
sponsible for the establishment of the City's water supply forest re¬ 
serves in the Waitakere and Hunua areas, and took a leading part in 
the establishment of the Centennial Memorial Park; he was awarded 
the Loder Cup for his work in preserving and encouraging an interest 
in the New Zealand flora in 1972. 

Professor W. R. McGregor, who died on 1st June, 1977, was 
closely associated with the Institute and Museum during his campaign 
to ensure the establishment of the Waipoua Forest Sanctuary. In 
addition, he was a generous donor of ethnographical material to the 
Museum, including the notable collection of wood sculpture from New 
Ireland to be seen in our Hall of the Pacific. 

Mr A. O. Glasse, who died on 13th December, 1977, represented 
the Auckland City Council on the Museum Council for the 12 years 
from 1956 to 1968, during this period contributing greatly to the 
Museum's progress through his deep knowledge of Local Authority 
affairs; he took a leading part in the negotiations with Local Authori¬ 
ties concerning the 1963 Maintenance Amendment Act. 

We record also with regret the death on 17th May, 1977, of Mr 
R. A. McIntosh, F.R.A.S., F.R.A.S.N.Z., who held the post of Planet¬ 
arium Lecturer from the installation of the Planetarium in 1959 until 
his retirement in 1972. Mr McIntosh through his wide astronomical 
knowledge and success in interesting and holding the attention of the 
public developed the Planetarium into one of the Museum’s most 
popular facilities. 

Gifts 

As mentioned last year the Sir John Logan Campbell Trust set 
aside a total sum of $51,000 towards the Museum's coming multi- 
media installation “‘Auckland — Past and Future Landscapes", making 
an immediate grant of $5,000 towards the project. We wish again to 
express our very deep appreciation of this generous provision by the 
Trust, and record our thanks for an instalment of $15,000 for the 
1977/78 financial year. 

The Auckland City Council’s agreement to underwrite the re¬

This year we applied successfully for a Government grant of 
$6,000 under the scheme for assistance to Art Galleries and Museums 
to enable us to subsidise the salary of a conservation assistant with a 
view to establishing a museum conservation service in the provincial 
area. We are most grateful for this further opportunity to expand our 
provincial services under the scheme. We have also again appreciated 
receiving a Government grant through the Department of Internal 
Affairs to assist us in carrying out our responsibilities under the 
Antiquities Act 1975; grants of $4,000 each to the Auckland, Canter¬ 
bury and Otago Museums were made this year by the Department.

We are grateful also for the substantial contribution made towards 
the cost of installing our Hall of the Pacific by Mr Ralph Court, who 
donated the double curtaining and met all costs involved in making 
up and hanging.

Institute Meetings 

Interest in our Monday evening series was again well maintained 
with an average attendance of 145. Our thanks are recorded to the 
following lecturers: Associate-Professor Joan Robb, “Little-known 
New Zealanders — Frogs, Lizards and the Tuatara"; Mr A. L.

Physiology and the Long Distance Runner" (Annual Medical Associ¬ 
ation Lecture): Brigadier J. Ferris Fuller, "Dental and Oral Health — 
a Community and Professional Enigma" (Triennial Tiwha Bennett 
Memorial Lecture, in association with the Auckland Branch, New 
Zealand Dental Association): Dr P. J. Ellis, “Studying the Earth 
from Space — a Satellite’s Eye View of New Zealand". 

The opportunity was taken on the occasion of a visit to Auckland 
by Dr Edward Teller, the noted United States nuclear physicist and 
authority on uses of atomic power to arrange a lecture: this was held 
on 2nd May, Dr Teller’s subject being “Energy Conservation and 
Alternative Sources of Energy". 

A further much-appreciated lecture delivered on 26th January, 
1978, by Professor Jean Guiart, Director of the Ethnological Labora¬ 
tory, Musee de I’Homme, formed the prelude to the opening by Pro¬ 
fessor Guiart of our special exhibition on Pacific tapa. Professor 
Guiart. who was in New Zealand to attend the international symposium 
held in Wellington on Art and Artists in Oceanic Societies, spoke on 
“Oceanic Art and the Role of Museums in its Development”. 
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The Archey Lecture was delivered on 5th July by our Archae¬ 
ologist, Miss Janet Davidson, who spoke on “Uncovering the Evidence 
of Man's Past: Archaeology in the South Pacific". We were again 
grateful for the assistance of the Auckland Science Teachers' Associa¬ 
tion in arranging for notification of the Lecture to post-primary 
schools in the Auckland metropolitan area. 

Display Programme and Special Exhibitions 

The Display Department has for some years been moving on 
from strength to strength under the highly competent supervision of 
Mr Bayliss. The two outstanding features of this year’s work have been 
Mr Bayliss’ reorganisation of the former Hall of South Pacific Eth¬ 
nology, and our particularly full Special Exhibition programme, with 
emphasis upon the display of material selected mainly from the 
Museum's reserve collections. 

Three special exhibitions included in our programme came under 
the latter heading — “Pacific Wooden Artifacts”, “Basketry of the 
Pacific” and "Tapa". All attracted much attention, and it is clear that 
a policy of showing material from our rich ethnographical collections 
in reserve as often as possible is likely to be widely appreciated; while 
the material may duplicate that on permanent exhibition, it provides 
an opportunity for comparison and assessment based upon a wider 
range. The Exhibitions, too, have been productive in stimulating in¬ 
terest in the permanent displays and in extending the fields covered in 
the new Pacific Hall. 

In the Hall of the Pacific. Mr Bayliss working in consultation 
with Mr Simmons, has been highly successful in solving the difficult 
problem of showing the Museum's most notable pieces to the best 
advantage, yet providing a balanced geographical coverage. Some de¬ 
tails of the design and display techniques employed were given in last 
year's report. The completed Hall (see front cover) is notable for its 
balanced design and carefully planned lighting; as mentioned last 
year moderately dark curtains provide for restricted daylight, while 
emphasis is given by the general case lights and spot-lights. As in the 
Hall of Asian Art, the removal of case backs and re-alignment of the 
cases as island — instead of pier — cases has greatly improved the 
display potential and crowd flow of the Hall. As regards the collections 
shown the reorganization has enabled us to include a considerable 
amount of material chosen from the reserve collections or material 
acquired since the installation of the original displays; material dupli¬ 
cated in the earlier displays has in some instances been reduced. 

The Hall as completed provides for a balanced display plan in 
relation to the Hall of Asian Art on the opposite (eastern) side of the 
Museum on this floor. The first impression gained — the view of the 
central Nukuoro wooden figure — from the Main Vestibule greatly 
enhances the impact of the Museum as the visitor enters. 

The multi-media installation “Auckland — Past and Future Land¬ 
scapes” of which an outline plan was given last year has made satis- 
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factory progress, although still at the basic planning stage. The first 
step in the present year — following last year's confirmation that the 
necessary financial support would be forthcoming — was the appoint¬ 
ment of a Designer to take over the organization and integration of all 
aspects of the installation: a New Zealand consultant designer. Mr John 
Maynard, was appointed to this key post in August, 1977. 

Since then Mr Maynard and I have worked continuously, firstly, 
in assessing my own original general outline and more lengthy intro¬ 
ductory designer's briefs, and subsequently in discussing plans pre¬ 
pared by Mr Maynard for the location of the installation in the 
Museum halls, together with any modifications which would be re¬ 
quired to enable installation to begin. We also began discussions with 
members of the Museum's curatorial staff and with specialist outside 
advisers concerning the final choice of subject matter for each section 
(see outline in last year's Report). When topics for inclusion have 
been finalised the specialists concerned will be asked to prepare de¬ 
tailed designer’s briefs. 

Mr Maynard's first task in the present period was to prepare 
estimates for, respectively, the basic housing and the preparation, 
assembly and manufacture of display material. This has involved the 
preparation of a ground plan for the installation sufficiently detailed 
to be used as the basis for building estimates, yet flexible enough to 
allow for a wide range of choice in the actual subject matter to be 
included. The costs involved in housing prove to fall well within the 
original budget, and allow for the inclusion of a most satisfactory 
selection of display units. 

As regards location, Mr Maynard's recommendation, after con¬ 
sideration of several possible sites, was to use the present Shell Gallery 
(approximately 45 metres by 5 metres). This will require the transfer 
of the molluscan displays to the eastern side of the Cheeseman Hall 
of Natural History, and the re-siting of certain displays in this hall; 
the first steps in the latter process have already been completed. 

Mr Maynard proposes that the installation should be carried out 
in three stages: a planning and estimates period of 10 months (to 30th 
June, 1978), followed by nine months for detailed design, installation 
of housing structures and preparation of display material (to 31st 
March, 1979) and seven months for installation. This brings the 
planned completion date to approximately 30th October, 1979. 

The opportunity is taken to express appreciation of Mr Maynard’s 
successful completion of the first stage of his programme. His con¬ 
siderable experience in both exhibition design and museum display 
have ensured recognition in preliminary plans for the installation of 
the Museum's special display problems, and will assist greatly as the 
individual displays are planned in detail.

Anthropology and Maori Studies Section 

The past year has been one of inactivity for the Section with no 
meetings or field trips.

Astronomical Section 

(Auckland Astronomical Society) 

Highlight of the year was the tenth anniversary of the opening of 
the Auckland Observatory at the One Tree Hill Domain. To celebrate 
the occasion an "Open Day" was held in conjunction with the opening 
of the Auckland Coast-to-Coast Walkway which passes beside the 
observatory; over 6000 visitors inspected the displays and under per¬ 
fect conditions were able to observe through the 50 cm telescope, the 
planet Venus and double star system Alpha Centauri. 

The second public event of the year was a display at the Easter 
Show which included viewing through several large portable tele¬ 
scopes. On each night large queues formed for a peep at Saturn, the 
Moon or one of the other objects on display. 

A most noteworthy event was the preparation under the sponsor¬ 
ship of the Society of the first talking book for the blind on astronomy: 
this was undertaken by Mr Lionel Warner, a Society member, and Mr 
David Sherry of the Foundation for the Blind. The talking tapes are 
accompanied by a Braille manuscript of astronomical diagrams which 
required the development of several new techniques for their pro¬ 
duction. The completed work has been enthusiastically received and 
master volumes have been distributed overseas for further reproduction. 

Monthly meetings for members and for juniors were held through¬ 
out the year. Speakers included. Dr J. Whelan of the astronomy 
group, Cambridge University, who was returning to Australia for an 
observing period on the Anglo-Australian Telescope. He spoke on his 
specialty dwarf novae. X-ray Stars, neutron stars and black holes. 
Professor R. Hoskings of the Waikato University described theoretical 
work he has been doing on the sun. Dr M. Lewis Director of Carter 
Observatory spoke on his further investigations into the possibility 
that the gravitational constant may be varying with time. In addition, 
a number of specialist observing meetings were held during the year. 
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The Observatory has been open for public viewing every Tuesday 
evening and for special groups on other nights by arrangement. Day¬ 
time school sessions were held as in previous years. 

Observational work has been carried out in close co-operation 
with the Physics Department. University of Auckland as previously. 
A long term programme has been commenced in conjunction with the 
Meteorological Service and photoelectric observers at Dunedin, Mt 
John, and Carter, to investigate atmospheric turbidity variations over 
New Zealand. Progress at Auckland was reported in papers presented 
to a national workshop on the topic held at Waikato University in 
November. 

The programmes on dwarf novae and selected long period vari¬ 
ability have continued and are now attracting considerable interest 
from overseas workers in these fields. An upsurge of interest has oc¬ 
curred in visual variable star observing, in occultation timings and in 
visual meteor observing. During the latter part of the year observers 
have monitored, in association with orbiting satellite observatories 
such as HEAO-1, the activity of several selected stars thought to be 
associated with X-ray and neutron stars or black holes. This pro¬ 
gramme is continuing throughout 1978. 

The Annual Conference of the Royal Astronomical Society of 
New Zealand was held at the Waikato University with papers pre¬ 
sented by four Auckland members: “Visual Variable Star Observing" 
by Mrs D. Paterson, “Photoelectric Observations near the South 
Celestial Pole” by B. F. Marino, “Observations of Long Period Vari¬ 
ables” by G. Blow, “Flare Star Observations from Auckland” by W. 
S. G. Walker, and “The Auckland Occultation Programme” by G. 
Blow.

Conehology Section 

The Section has again experienced a busy year and its monthly 
meetings, which have attracted good attendances, have continued to 
provide valuable contact among members. 

Membership has however slightly declined and now stands at 
328, which really is most satisfactory for a club in a country of this 
size. The decline appears to be mainly due to members moving over¬ 
seas as travellers. 

Three weekend trips away were held during the year, to Cooks 
Beach for marine study, Waipoua Forest in quest of land snails, and 
Ngunguru for both marine and land specimens. 

The printing of Bulletin No. 2 proved to be a most expensive 
item for the Section, although it was a publication of merit and of 
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excellent format. Few clubs of our size attempt to produce anything 
of this calibre, and in this respect a further Bulletin may have to be 
postponed until funds can be accumulated. 

A Shell Show, the first of its kind for New Zealand was organised 
for January 1978, to assist in raising funds for the Section’s Publication 
Fund. 

“Poirieria" published quarterly has continued to provide a wide 
range of interesting and informative articles and is now regularly 
mailed to many overseas institutions. The Section is indebted to the 
Joint Editors, Mr & Mrs N. Gardner. 

Our thanks are again due to the Museum authorities and to Mr 
W. 0. Cernohorsky and Dr A. W. B. Powell for their continued 
support in the Section and for making facilities available to us for our 
monthly meetings.

1977 to 1978 


Programmes contributed by members during the year included a 
display of colour slides recording shipping at Singapore by Mr D. N. 
Brigham, a lecture on the history of marine artists and their work by 
Mr John Speer illustrated by fine colour slides, an address by Mr Olaf 
Peek about a tragic collision between two ships in the Atlantic, and a 
screening of his own films about the building of the Auckland Har¬ 
bour Bridge, Auckland ferries, and the Earnslaw on Lake Waka- 
tipu by Mr Graham Lee. 

A dinner for members was held at the Esplanade Hotel in 
November, when Mr N. A. Maffey delivered a talk on the history 
of the Auckland ferry services. 

Two outings were held in 1977, a trip to the Auckland Univer¬ 
sity’s Marine Biology Research station at Leigh and the wild life 
park at Ti Point, and a trip to the Paeroa Historical Maritime Park 
which included a river excursion in the M.V. Settler. 

The Society gratefully acknowledges numerous donations of 
books during the year, as well as several batches of maritime photos 
and postcards, passed on from the donors by Mr R. E. Hann of 
Christchurch.

C. A. FURNISS 

Assistant Director, Curator of Display and of 
Applied Arts 

The Exhibition Hall has been used continuously throughout the 
year. Some of these exhibitions, such as the Pottery, Photo Forum, 
Mathex and School Science, have been staged by the society con¬ 
cerned; others for which the Display Department were responsible 
were “Hungarian Folk Art", featuring materials from the homes of 
the local Hungarian community brought with them from Hungary; and 
"Bonsai", with trees supplied by the Auckland Bonsai Society under 
their able President, Mr R. Langholm. 

The series of exhibitions featuring material from the reserve 
collections was continued and included “Basketry of the Pacific”, 
“Pacific Wooden Artifacts”, and “Tapa”; the last exhibition was 
opened following a lecture in the Auditorium by Professor Jean Guiart, 
of the Musee de I’Homme. 

We also had much pleasure in showing the exhibition ‘“Tangata", 
sponsored by the Ministry of Foreign Affairs and the Queen Elizabeth 
II Arts Council. The exhibition consisted of Brian Brake photographs 
of Maori carvings in New Zealand collections, and will now travel 
overseas. 
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The reorganised Hall of the Pacific was completed in co-opera¬ 
tion with Mr Simmons during the year. Credit must go to Mr McGil- 
livray, Miss Bertrand and Mrs McBirney for the work they put into 
this Hall. An introductory orientation display is still under construction: 
this will include an illuminated map for which the electronics have 
been designed by Mr Wadham — at the push of a button a diode 
lamp will light up on the island or area to be identified. Further 
changes in the display halls include a large wall display case opposite 
the “Pottery of the Americas” to hold our Chinese bronzes and Gand- 
haran sculptures, the construction having been carried out by Mr 
McGillivray. 

Mr Richard Wolfe joined the Display Department in October. 
One of his first assignments was to set up a display of museum 
material — natural history, ethnology, and contemporary crafts — 
in eight cases assigned to us at the new Auckland Airport Overseas 
Terminal. 

A set of travelling cases to house the provincial travelling exhibi¬ 
tion “Fishes of Northern Waters" have been constructed by Mr McGil¬ 
livray to the design of the previous set used for “Regional Variation 
in Maori Carving”; casting of the specimens has been carried out by 
Mr Cappcl and painting by Miss Bertrand. 

Purchases from the Disney Art Trust this year have been an out¬ 
standing ritual Kcndi of the T ang Dynasty 36 cm high, excavated at 
Mindanao in the Philippines: three pieces of Studio Pottery from the 
Pakuranga Arts Festival; eight pieces of Studio Pottery from the 14th 
Auckland Exhibition: framed tiles from the Tasman Gallery: a Japan¬ 
ese kimono; studio weaving floor rug by Ian Spalding. 

The New Zealand Potters have deposited a collection of pottery 
by Alan Caiger-Smith, and the Auckland Studio Potters a collec'ion of 
pottery to be known as the Betty Colson Memorial Collection. In 
addition, an important and extensive collection of sherds of the T’ang, 
Sung and Ming dynasties was donated by Mr Terry Noakes.

Acting Ethnologist 

Activities during the year have been many and varied. Mr Sim¬ 
mons lectured at the invitation of a number of groups during the 
year: these included the Wellington Archaeological Society; Maori ap¬ 
prentices from the Auckland and Manukau Technical Institutes; Maori 
and Island Community and Welfare Officers: the Papatoetoe and 
Newmarket Rotary Clubs; the English Speaking Union: the Auckland 
and Otahuhu Historical Societies. A Sunday morning tour of the 
Maori Court and research rooms was arranged at the request of 
elders of the Tuhoe, Ngati Porou, Porangahua and Ngati Kahungungu 
tribes, who wished to see the items from their areas and also how the 
Museum was caring for these important items from the past; they 
now agree that the Museum is a suitable and correct repository and 
have placed a number of additional objects here for safekeeping. 
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Mr Simmons guided a group of 15 Maori carvers and student 
carvers on a Saturday morning in the Maori Court and storerooms in 
their study of carving styles. 

Both Mr Simmons and I attended the Biennial Conference of the 
New Zealand Archaeological Association in Dunedin in May, 1977. 
After the conference Mr Simmons visited Canterbury, National and 
Wanganui Museums to record carvings and to discuss the loan of 
material for the City Art Gallery’s exhibition “The Two Worlds of 
Omai”. Mr Simmons during this period also visited and recorded 
meeting houses in the Wanganui region. 

Mr Simmons attended the opening of Te Waiariki House at 
Whaiora Marae: the house was carved by Pakiriki Harrison who 
worked closely at all stages with the Museum. 

He also held discussions at Te Puke with elders of the Tapuika 
tribe about the preservation of the only example of stone tool carving 
at present held by them. Advice was given at a meeting on the 
Mangere Marae for the members of the Waiohua and Akitai tribes 
living at Pukaki. who had requested Mr Simmons to assist them with 
matters of the tribal tradition and history of the Auckland Isthmus. 

Mr Simmons participated in the International Symposium organ¬ 
ised by the Pacific Arts Association at the Victoria University of 
Wellington, 1st-18th February, on “Art and Artists in Oceanic 
Societies’’, acting co-convener of the section on Museum conservation 
and preservation prob'ems. Participants in the symposium were drawn 
from 17 countries, including a strong representation from throughout 
the Pacific. In addition to participation in the discussion on Museum 
conservation, Mr Simmons delivered a paper on “Moko: a record of 
changing fashions in New Zealand”. 

He gave much time during the year to the preparation of labels 
for the Hall of the Pacific, and to co-operation with Mr Bayliss in 
the project generally. He also worked in association with the City Art 
Gallery staff on the ethnological section of the Gallery’s “The Two 
Worlds of Omai”, and contributed an introductory essay to the exhibi¬ 
tion catalogue.

E. Earle Vaile Archaeologist 

Between December 1977 and March 1978 I took part in field¬ 
work in the Solomon Islands. The project, which took me to the 
small and remote Polynesian outlier of Taumako in the Eastern Outer 
Islands District of the Solomons, was part of a wider programme of 
Southeast Solomon Islands Culture History under the direction of 
Professor R. C. Green of Auckland University and Dr D. E. Yen of 
the Bishop Museum, Honolulu. I was working with Dr B. F. Leach 
of Otago University. During our stay on Taumako we carried out a 
complete site survey of the group of nine islands and excavated two 
major sites and one minor one. Material from the excavations is being 
sent to New Zealand for detailed analysis, and will be returned to 
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the Solomon Islands Museum upon completion of the study. Results 
were extremely satisfactory and it is hoped to prepare a monograph 
on the prehistory of Taumako and also a smaller popular publication 
which can be distributed and used within the Solomon Islands. 

Although no excavations were undertaken in New Zealand during 
the year, analysis of material from earlier work continues. It is not 
always appreciated that excavation is only the tip of the iceberg, and 
that study of the material and preparation of final reports is a long 
process. Field trips to inspect and record sites were fewer than in 
some previous years, but included visits to Motutapu Island, the Coro¬ 
mandel Peninsula, and several parts of Northland. 

Advising on the protection and management of archaeological 
sites continues to be a major aspect of the work of the Museum 
Archaeologist. I have been most grateful to Lady Fox for her con¬ 
tinued assistance in this area. The Museum continues to house the 
N.Z. Archaeological Association's Auckland site record file, which is 
extensively consulted both by people concerned to identify and if 
possible protect archaeological sites, and by research students. The 
archaeological reserve collections are also increasingly used by both 
graduate and undergraduate students at the University. 

During the year several archaeologists worked in the Museum 
for various periods. Lady Fox carried out research on several topics. 
Miss Mary Newman continued her work for the N.Z. Historical 
Places Trust on the report of the archaeological project associated 
with the Tongariro Power Development Scheme. Mrs Susan Bulmer, 
employed by the N.Z. Historic Places Trust to revise the site records 
for the Auckland urban area, has also been based at the Museum. 

As usual, I gave a number of lectures during the year, including 
the Museum's Archey Lecture for senior secondary pupils, the topic 
of which was "Uncovering the evidence of man’s past: archaeology in 
the South Pacific". 

In May I attended the New Zealand Archaeological Association 
conference in Dunedin, giving two papers, and in August I attended 
two conferences in Australia — The Australian Museum’s 150th 
Anniversary symposium in anthropology on “Exchange systems in 
Australia and the Pacific Islands” and the 48th ANZAAS Congress 
in Melbourne — giving a paper at each. 

I continued to represent the N.Z. Archaeological Association on 
the N.Z. Historic Places Trust, serving as Chairman of the Trust’s 
Archaeology Committee and taking part in several subcommittees. 1 
was also re-elected a Vice-President of the N.Z. Archaeological Associ¬ 
ation. I served on the Bay of Islands Maritime Park Interim Advisory 
Committee, which meets regularly in the Bay of Islands, and was 
appointed to the Royal Society of New Zealand’s National Committee 
for Quaternary Research. 

JANET M. DAVIDSON 
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Botanist 

Dr Orchard worked continuously until his departure on 3rd 
March, 1978, on his revision of Myriophyllum in the family Halora- 
gaceae — in particular the study of New Zealand, South American 
and Australian species. He received further loans of Myriophyllum 
from Melbourne, Paris and the Missouri Botanical Garden (South 
and Central American collections). Before his departure he had com¬ 
pleted his research notes and illustrations of the New Zealand and 
South American species and had returned loans to the various herbaria. 
Australian loans were packed up and posted to his new address at the 
Tasmanian Herbarium, Hobart. 

Dr Orchard attended the 48th ANZAAS Congress in Melbourne, 
in August, 1977, and was also present at several Auckland meetings 
of the Botany Sectional Committee for the 1979 ANZAAS Congress 
to be held in Auckland. 

In the herbarium, Mrs Hynes has kept up her weekly task of 
mounting New Zealand collections and specimens received in over¬ 
seas exchange. Mr Bangerter has continued his much appreciated help 
in the re-arrangement of our adventive and overseas collections, com¬ 
pleting the dicotyledons and beginning on the monocotyledons; once 
again, he brought in many adventive specimens, mostly gathered in 
Waitemata County (always with several duplicates to aid our exchange 
programme). The third part of his “New and interesting records of 
adventive plants from the Auckland Institute and Museum Herbarium” 
appeared in the last Records and the fourth part is ready for 
the next volume. Mr Anthony Wright has worked as a temporary 
student assistant during University summer holidays and has put in 
one day a week since then; he is reorganising our collections of native 
and adventive grasses and has prepared a paper on the type species 
we hold of New Zealand Gramineae. As in other years, the herbarium 
has benefitted from Mr Wright’s contributions of native and adventive 
specimens collected in many parts of the country. 

An annotated checklist of type specimens of native plants held 
in the herbarium is being prepared for publication in five parts in the 
Records. So far, 1 have undertaken the list of ferns and conifers and 
Mr Wright has written up the grasses. My paper on ferns and the 
work of Eric Craig appeared in the Records of December 1977. I 
also prepared descriptive notes on the rare and endangered plants 
featured on the 1978 Rank Xerox calendar. 

During the year visitors to the herbarium included botanists from 
Botany Division, D.S.I.R. Christchurch and Lower Hutt and the 
National Museum, Wellington; also from Cambridge, England; Bulolo, 
Papua New Guinea; South Carolina; San Francisco and Syracuse. 
Miss K. Aziz, from Pakistan — a Ph.D. student at University of Auck¬ 
land — has worked frequently on our collections of large-leaved 
Coprosma. Dr R. 0. Gardner, a temporary assistant in the Botany 
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Division Substation. D.S.I.R.. Mt Albert, has also used the herbarium 
regularly in the course of various taxonomic revisions. 


JEANNE H. GOULDING 


Entomologist 

The final stages of my insect checklist "A synonymic checklist 
of the Hexapoda of the New Zealand Sub-region. The smaller Orders" 
required continuous work throughout the year and occupied most of 
my time. Last additions and checking of galley proofs were com¬ 
pleted in May. Page proofs of the text were checked and a substantial 
index completed by October: page proofs of the index were checked 
by early November, and the Checklist appeared as Bulletin of the 
Auckland Institute and Museum No. II in late December. 

In the period 20 June - 16 July 1977, I took part in the Royal 
Society of New Zealand South Pacific Expedition. In preparation for 
the expedition, stores were sent to Wellington in early June for trans¬ 
port in the Oceanographic Institute vessel Tangaroa direct to the Lau 
Group, Fiji. Later in June expedition members flew to Suva then to 
Lakeba I. in the Lau Group where 10 days were spent collecting. The 
Tangaroa transferred four of us to Moce I where a further six days 
were available for collecting before the Tangaroa returned us to Suva. 
In the two collecting periods 1 was able to make extractions of leaf 
litter fauna as part of a South Pacific survey. This year, 1978, I have 
partly determined the terrestrial invertebrate material collected in the 
Lau Group and have completed a preliminary report for publication 
by the Royal Society of New Zealand. The opportunity to take part 
in this expedition and the assistance of many people are much ap¬ 
preciated. 

Over the past few years 1 have endeavoured to recover many 
long term loans of insect material. Consequently large numbers of 
specimens have been returned and all loans made prior to 1970 have 
been recovered or replaced. These specimens are mostly identified 
and they now form a valuable part of our reference collection. 

During the year the large Gilbert Archey collection of Chilopoda 
(centipedes) has been completely re-bottled in new vials with fresh 
preservative and County labels have been added. 

Mrs J. Gurr has assisted in the insect room again in the past 
year and was largely responsible for preservation, labelling and pre¬ 
liminary sorting of Lau Islands arthropod material from the South 
Pacific Expedition. 

Records of the Auckland Institute and Museum, Volume 14, was 
published on 10 December, 1977, and Bulletin No. 11 on 21 Decem¬ 
ber. Changes in format were made in the title page and following in¬ 
formation page of both the Records and the Bulletin; in particular, 
the information page now includes the International Standard Serial 
Number (ISSN) according to international practice. 


K. A. J. WISE 
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Malacologist 

The Department has continued to provide services to the public 
with identifications, advice on cleaning, collecting and preserving 
specimens, scientific literature and other pertinent information. I am 
grateful to Dr A. W. B. Powell for his continued assistance with en¬ 
quiries relating to New Zealand Mollusca. 

Collections of molluscan specimens have been received for identi¬ 
fication from the Phuket Marine Biological Centre, Thailand, the 
Western Australian Museum, Perth, the Ruhr-University of Bochum, 
Germany, the Free University of Brussels, the National Science 
Museum, Tokyo, and the Anthropology Departments of Otago and 
Auckland Universities. Molluscs from deep water dredgings in Hawaii 
and Tahiti have also been examined, and this has resulted in the 
discovery of several new species. Assistance with taxonomic and re¬ 
lated problems has been given to the Department of Paleontology, 
Western Australian Museum, Perth; Dr B. Sirenko, Academy of 
Sciences, Leningrad; Dr Radwanski, Warsaw University; Dr Waren, 
Goteborg University, Sweden and to Ph.D. students in zoology, Uni¬ 
versity of Auckland. 

Requests for loan of or information on types have been received 
from various institutions. In addition type specimens have been re¬ 
ceived on loan from: the British Museum (Nat. Hist.), London; Uni¬ 
versity Zoological Museum, Copenhagen: Goteborg Museum, Sweden; 
Philadelphia Academy of Sciences; Smithsonian Institution, Washing¬ 
ton; Tasmanian Museum and Art Gallery, Hobart; South Australian 
Museum, Adelaide; National Museum of Victoria, Melbourne: and 
Australian Museum, Sydney. 

Paratypes of Limatula powclli Fleming, have been presented by 
Sir Charles Fleming, K.B.E. In addition, a comprehensive collection 
of Kermadec Islands molluscs has been presented by Mr Ian Gall, 
Wellington. 

It is regretted that Mr & Mrs T. Mason’s voluntary service to 
our Department has ceased with their recent move to Australia. 

As a member of the 1977 Royal Society of New Zealand Pacific 
Expedition (20th June 1977 to 16th July 1977) I collected molluscs 
on the Lau Islands of Lakcba and Moce, and also on the N.W. coast 
of Viti Levu. A paper on the Mollusca of the Lau group has been 
completed and will be published this year in a report on the expedition 
by the Royal Society of New Zealand. 

From the 11th January 1978 to the 8th February 1978, I visited 
several United States museums. The purpose of the trip was to examine 
and record material of families forming the subject of my current 
research projects and to examine literature not readily available in 
New Zealand. At the Smithsonian Institution, Washington, about 180 
type-specimens of molluscs described by Gould (1845-1860) from the 
Pacific, by Dali from the west coast of America, by MacNeil from 
Miocene deposits of Okinawa, and by Ladd from Mio-Pliocene de- 
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posits of the Western Pacific were also examined and photographed. 
While at the Smithsonian I also attended a seminar on molluscan 
radiology. General collections of molluscs were examined at the Los 
Angeles County Museum, and at the Natural History Museum, San 
Diego. 

Research during the year has dealt with newly discovered species 
in the Hawaiian Islands, molluscs of the Lau Group, Fiji, molluscs of 
the Kermadec Islands, and the classification of the Nassariidae. The 
third volume in my series “Tropical Pacific Marine Shells” has been 
completed and awaits publication at some time in 1978. 

W. 0. CERNOHORSKY 

Honorary Research Associate in Mollusca 

This has been a most frustrating year so far as finding possible 
avenues of publication of three very lengthy manuscripts is concerned. 
One for the International Treatise on Invertebrate Paleontology, ac¬ 
cepted 10 years ago, has been revised and extended three times and 
will now require further work if and when the publishers decide to go 
to press. Another, a monograph of the subfamily Clavinae of the 
molluscan family Turridae, was completed four years ago and is now 
being updated, but there is little chance of it going to press in the 
near future: this is largely due to the size of the manuscript, over 400 
typed pages and many illustrations. The third manuscript, an attempted 
complete alphabetic list of all turrid names, with references, runs to 
over 1,100 closely typed pages, and I am still looking for a likely 
publisher. 

On the other hand my fifth edition of “Shellfish of New Zealand” 
(Whitcoulls) has been well received, with over 800 copies sold within 
the first two months of publication. A much larger work on the same 
subject (Collins (New Zealand)) is nearing completion and I am now 
awaiting corrected page proofs of the whole work. 

Research is continuing on three papers on turrid systematics; one 
relates to deep water material from around New Zealand and the 
southern islands, another to the Red Sea area and the third to waters 
off Madagascar. 

During the year much of my time has gone into tidying up, 
selecting and labelling, or discarding, material accumulated personally 
during my 60 years of association with the Museum. Requests for 
information, identification and loan of molluscan material still occupy 
some of my time both here at the Museum and at home.

Marine Biologist 

Following the completion of the Hall of Fishes and Whales, work 
was begun on the third provincial travelling exhibition, "Fishes of 
Northern Waters". Casts of approximately 30 species will be shown 
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in six display cases to provide for identification of common and less 
familiar fishes, together with information on aspects of their ecology. 
To assist in obtaining fresh material for the casts I arranged with the 
R.V. Ikatere to have specimens set aside from local trawl catches, much 
care being required to ensure good preservation; glaze freezing was 
used to minimise damage and dehydration during storage. 

The continued supply of deep-water fishes and crustaceans from 
the R.V. Shinkai Mam and, more recently, R.V. Kaiyo Mam has 
again been of considerable assistance to our collections. A comprehen¬ 
sive coverage of specimens has been received, providing important in¬ 
formation on the offshore fauna. Specimens and data have been in¬ 
corporated with the main collections, and these have already been of 
use to various fishing interests in phasing future offshore operations. 

The results of joint research with D. R. Robertson on the taxon¬ 
omy of the New Zealand jack mackerels was published during the 
year. Research now in progress includes a review of kingfish speciation, 
and, concurrently with this, a project on host specificity and site 
selection in cymothoid fish parasites. 

A pelagic fisheries conference sponsored by the Ministry of Agri¬ 
culture and Fisheries, held at Tauranga, was attended in July. This 
was of much interest since so few opportunities are available for dis¬ 
cussion between commercial fishermen, management staff and re¬ 
search workers. The programme included discussions on species to 
which the recent research of this department has been directed, trevally 
and jack mackerel. 

During the six-months period of display of the anchor of dc 
Survillc's Si Jean Baptiste, lectures covering aspects of the ship's 
maritime history and the recent recovery of the anchor were given to 
various groups, including naval cadets and school pupils. The anchor 
was dispatched for permanent display in the National Museum, Well¬ 
ington, on 28th November, 1977. 

A. B. STEPHENSON 

Associate Ornithologist 

Requests for identification of birds in and around Auckland 
have increased, often absorbing much of the two days weekly which 
I spend at the Museum. 

The temporary loan system has been much used, especially during 
Conservation Week when specimens were required for displays by 
the Miranda Naturalists’ Trust and Hauraki Gulf Maritime Park, as 
well as those used in the Museum's own stand. Artists are frequent 
borrowers, and more schools are making use of long-term loans. 

A list of our holdings of Birds of Paradise was supplied to the 
Papua New Guinea Government, which is compiling a world-wide 
catalogue of birds of this group held in museums. 

Other enquiries from overseas included a request for research 
material on the New Zealand Dotterel. 
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We have continued to assist Mr R. L. Palma, Entomologist, 
National Museum, with material for his work on Mallophaga. 

Skeletal material has been added, chiefly to the bird collections — 
the mammal series is still urgently in need of expansion. 

SYLVIA REED 


Librarian 

The year has been a satisfactory one for the Library and the 
collections have been used by a wide range of enquirers. There has 
been a steady increase in the number of written enquiries, particularly 
from persons seeking genealogical information. 

From September to December I visited Australia on an ANZAC 
Fellowship to study museum and historical research libraries. I was 
able to inspect 50 libraries, and the information gained should prove 
beneficial for our own Library. Mrs Drummond very ably deputised 
in my absence and, in addition, we were fortunate in obtaining the 
services of two former staff members, Miss Enid Evans and Mrs Lor¬ 
raine Ricketts. 

Statistics of Library use showed a slight reduction on last year’s 
figures. A total of 8,336 persons used the collections and 6,460 books 
were borrowed by members; 2,422 books were added to the Library, 
a remarkable increase of 1,132 over the previous year. 

As in the past years, the Library has benefitted greatly from 
donations by members and others. The wide range of these gifts is 
shown in the following examples: the Medical and Dental Library, 
University of Otago, copies of the New Zealand Medical Journal, 
1935-1976; Mr H. M. Rodewald, a collection of 60 books relating to 
World War I; Mr D. K. Darrach, an extensive collection of yachting 
periodicals including Sea Spray and Yachting Monthly. 

Many significant items were received on deposit and I should 
like to mention a few of these: the extensive collection of letters, 
books and photographs belonging to the late Mr A. J. Palmer was 
deposited by Messrs P. and A. Palmer (this collection relates in par¬ 
ticular to Norfolk Island and the Melanesian Mission); descendants 
of the missionary, Charles Baker, deposited four manuscript journals, 
thus augmenting our strong holdings of Baker family papers; Mr Eric 
Young has deposited his large Egyptology collection, including books, 
periodicals and card indexes. 

Also worthy of mention are several important collections wh : ch 
have been lent for copying: letters of James Hamlin, missionary at 
the Bay of Islands and Wairoa; Mr Gary Causer has lent for copying 
farm diaries kept between 1906 and 1968 by his great-uncle, Mr A. 
0. Causer at Maungaturoto; Baptismal, Marriage and Burial Registers 
for the Parish of Waimate, 1815-1843, lent by the Diocesan Office. 

Although little time was available for cataloguing of manuscripts, 
132 groups of papers were accessioned and fully catalogued. The 
manuscript collection now numbers over 1,000 separate groups of

papers and extensive use is made of this material by serious researchers. 
Two important accessions were: Minute Books of the Thames Valley 
and Rotorua Railway Company Limited, 1881-1889, presented by 
Mr D. C. O'Halloran; papers of the late Mr Bruce Palmer, Director 
of the Fiji Museum, presented by Mrs Helen Palmer. 

Good progress has been made with the compilation of a subject 
index to more than 3,500 biographical entries in the Women’s Ar¬ 
chives Collection. I should like to thank Mrs Nash and the members 
of the committee who meet regularly to maintain this important 
collection. 

The Photograph Collection continues to be the fastest-growing 
part of the Library. A total of 4.020 copies of photographs were 
supplied to Library users, 332 more than last year; 1,838 negatives 
and 919 prints were added to the Collection, compared with figures 
of 1,195 and 765 in 1976/77. An outstanding collection of photo¬ 
graphs was donated by Lady Jordan: these relate, in particular, 
to the War years when Sir William Jordan was High Commis 
sioncr for New Zealand in London. Messrs P. Vos Ltd donated photo¬ 
graphs of craft built at their Westhaven yards over a period of 40 years. 

I am grateful to many Institute members who have continued to 
donate items for our Ephemera Collection. In particular, I should 
like to mention Mr J. E. Bellingham. Mr and Mrs W. R. Gamble, Mrs 
J. M. Gurr and Mr J. P. Webster. Donations such as theatre, music 
and sports programmes, greetings cards and menus are always wel¬ 
come. 

As in previous years, we are greatly indebted to our voluntary 
assistants, Mr S. G. Brookcr. Rev. Dr A. B. Catley, Mrs P. Sayes, Mr 
L. A. Seymour and Miss Christina Troup. Some of the important 
tasks which they have carried out are: organizing all uncatalogued 
items in the Armed Services Collection; compiling of inventories for 
collections of manuscript papers; indexing of articles on Maori health 
in the New Zealand Medical Journal; indexing of the Church Gazette, 
1878-1908. We have also been fortunate in obtaining the services of 
Misses Anna Maxwell and Acushla Bolger, seconded to the Library 
under the Labour Department’s Temporary Employment Programme; 
they have considerably eased the pressure on the Library staff. 

Finally, 1 should like to thank the following persons who have 
assisted in various ways: Mr Bruce Collier. Mr J. R. Lee, Mrs W. 
Macdonald. Mrs R. M. Ross, Mr R. G. Scott and Mr P. L. B. Wil¬ 
liams. Mr J. P. Webster compiled an inventory to the A. J. Palmer 
Collection and continued the organization of items in the Lush Family 
papers.

Extension Service 

The circulating displays continue as popular as ever. During the 
past year new disolays have been opened at Kerikeri Public Library. 
Rodney County Council’s new headquarters at Orcwa, Glenfield Pub¬ 
lic Library, and in the Maori Affairs Department, Manukau City. I 
have requests for displays from Huntly Public Library and Rotorua 
Public Library. New display panels made during the year include two 
made for a temporary display at the Downtown Centre for Conserva¬ 
tion Week: these were intended to show the concern that the pre- 
European Maori felt for his sea food resources, and the measures 
taken to ensure their conservation. In both panels the background 
made use of photo-murals, respectively a seascape highlighting fish 
specimens, and a shell bank against which shellfish were displayed. 

There are now 77 panels and as they are changed four times a 
year, we have in theory, enough to supply a display site for 20 years; 
in practice, because the exchanges are limited to the five displays which 
happen to be in the Museum van when it calls, most places begin to 
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get occasional repeat displays after about ten years. At one stage it 
appeared that some of the older panels would have to be withdrawn 
because they had been on show at all sites, but with the growth of 
the service all displays now have an unlimited display life. However, 
we will shortly have to face extensive renovations to keep the older 
panels, some of which have been in service for 20 years, up to 
standard. 

During my monthly trips to change the displays I make a point 
of calling on as many of the local museums as I can. The contacts 
made during these visits have proved invaluable in maintaining liaison 
with local organizations and in learning about their needs, and to 
give suggestions and advice when requested. In return, we receive 
visits from individuals or groups who arc seeking information and 
training in museum matters. Such callers this year have included re¬ 
presentatives from the Far North Regional Museum, the Huntly His¬ 
torical Society, Wainui Historical Society, Rotorua Museum, Te Awa- 
mutu and District Museum, Kaikohc and District Historical and 
Mechanical Society. Whakatanc Museum and Tauranga Museum. 

The second travelling exhibition "Regional Variation in Maori 
Carving" has continued on its circuit. During the year it has been on 
display at Te Kuiti, Taumarunui. New Plymouth, Palmerston North, 
Te Kauwhata, Huntly. Waiuku, Papakura, Silvcrdale, Whangarei and 
Kaikohe. In each town the assembly, publicity, and supervision has 
been under the care of the local Museum or Historical Society. The 
exhibition has now been circulating for two years and the overall 
reaction to it has been very favourable; it will continue to move 
round Northland, where it will be shown in seven centres before 
being retired from circulation at the end of September. 

The W.E.A. course “Know Your Museum” was held again, all 
available places being taken by the time it opened. Speakers were 
Mr Turbott, Mr Cemohorsky, Mr Simmons, Mr Bayliss, Mr Stephen¬ 
son, Mrs Drummond, Mr Wise, Miss Davidson and Mr Ross-Lowe. 
Those attending the lecture expressed their pleasure at being able to 
hear experts speaking about their special interests; some said that 
they would have liked more lectures, while others said that they 
would have liked greater depth. This is a sign that the lecturers had 
captured their audience and as such is very welcome — however, a 
ten-week course is about the maximum for which we can expect regular 
attendances, and treatment of subjects in depth would suit only a 
few members of a class. The interests engendered by the lectures will, 
we hope, stimulate class members to seek in depth instruction from 
more appropriate sources such as the University's Continuing Educa¬ 
tion programme as well as from the Museum displays. 

A calendar of exhibitions for 1978 was printed, circulation in¬ 
cluding members of the Institute as well as public libraries, and art 
and craft societies, throughout the Auckland area. We have had a 
busy exhibition programme during the past year as follows: Mangere 
Franklynne Garden Club Floral Exhibition: Hungarian Folk Art 
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Exhibition; Fletcher Brownbuilt Pottery Award 1977; Pacific Wooden 
Artifacts; Mathex '77; 18th School Science Exhibition; Contempor¬ 
ary New Zealand Photography (Photo Forum): Auckland Studio 
Potters 14th Annual Exhibition; Auckland Bonsai Society Exhibition; 
Auckland Photographic Society Annual Salon; Basketry of the Pacific; 
Tapa of the Pacific. Thanks are due to all those who, by assisting 
with the assembly, display and supervision, made the exhibitions ar¬ 
ranged by the associated societies possible. 

A number of our publications have required reprinting. These 
include “Your Guide to the Museum” (15,000 copies were distributed 
during the year); “Asian Hall — a Visitor's Introduction” (10,000 
copies distributed); "Translation of the Songs heard in the Meeting 
House" (10,000 copies distributed), and the guide to Centennial Street. 
The new leaflet prepared by Mr A. Esler “Common Trees and Shrubs 
of the Waitakere Range” has enjoyed an early success with 3,000 
copies sold to date. 

Planetarium attendances at public sessions have been: children 
7,567; adults, 9,619. giving a total of 17,186. In addition, 174 special 
sessions were held for schools, and special lectures were given to 
Auckland Secondary Teachers’ College students, a science course 
for advanced children, the Manukau Technical Institute, Greenlane 
Hospital Forum, W.E.A. Navigation courses, and various Scout and 
Girl Guide groups. Mr Freeth has written two new scripts for use in 
the Planetarium: these were recorded using professional facilities to 
produce programmes of high quality with a musical background and 
appropriate sound effects.

School Service 

Summary of attendances for one-hour visits: Primary, 32,458; 
Intermediate, 7,546; Post-Primary, 6.509; total, 46,513. 

Student teachers on Section: N.S.T.C., 19; Post-Primary teachers, 
1; A.T.C., 25; total, 45. 

Exchanges of Museum Loan cases: City, 660; Provincial, 1,545. 

The total attendances for this year are 6,000 less than the pre¬ 
vious year. This reduction is almost totally accounted for in a de¬ 
cline in first-term attendances. A similar pattern is reported by the 
Education Officers at MOTAT and the Auckland Zoological Park. 
The reasons for this fall off in first-term bookings is difficult to as¬ 
certain but may be due to the initial impact of increased bus fares 
and the general economic downturn. One notable feature of bookings 
is a marked increase in visits from out-of-city schools, i.e. from outside 
a line arbitrarily drawn north of Helensville, and south of and including 
Pukekohe; 3,306 pupils from this area attended in 1977, almost double 
the number for 1976. 

The lighter teaching load in the first term enabled School Service 
staff to prepare a greater number of information sheets per teacher, 
an essential part of our Service which is often difficult to fulfill when 
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we have a full commitment with teaching. An addition to our loan 
request cases has been the preparation of sets of historical and ethno¬ 
graphic photographs which have been selected from the Museum’s 
Library holdings. Teachers have shown a keen interest in borrowing 
these, and we will continue to increase their number and range. 

The usual heavy demand for bookings in Terms 2 & 3 meant 
that many classes had to visit the Museum without assistance from 
School Service staff. Our policy remains firm that those groups which 
are booked earliest are given the fullest measure of assistance, while 
teachers who book later are required to conduct their own classes. 

An addition to our staff is long overdue. The last addition was 
in 1957, when pupil hour attendances were 30,000/year. Since 1967, 
attendances have consistently exceeded 46.000 and have peaked at 
64,000. The Auckland Education Board has been most sympathetic 
to our request for an additional staff member and has supported 
submissions to increase our establishment, but unfortunately the Edu¬ 
cation Department has not recognised this need. 

Mr McCaw has completed a series of new cases on the nine¬ 
teenth century Kauri industry, comprising Loco, Stationary Engine and 
Bullock Hauling. He has also prepared a series of panels in support 
of lessons on Pacific enthnohistory, and has refurbished some of our 
ageing cases which were prepared in the 1950’s. 

Miss Leahy resigned from her position this year to take up an 
appointment with the National Historic Places Trust. During her seven 
years at the Museum she gave excellent service to the many thousands 
of children in her classes. She was, in addition, most active in the 
preparation of teaching aids, carrying out research for the construc¬ 
tion of loan cases and assisting in the formulation of policy for the 
Service in general. She also spent a year in the United Kingdom 
studying Museum School Services, completed an honours degree in 
Anthropology, and wrote four papers for the Museum Records. These 
achievements highlight her industry and the wide range of her in¬ 
terests, characteristics which contributed to her success as a Museum 
teacher. 

The Director, Mr Turbott, has continued to give his fullest co¬ 
operation to our Service; his sympathetic understanding of our 
objectives has meant that we have been able to explore the full 
educational potential of the Museum Halls. 

We wish also to acknowledge the assistance of the Principals of 
North Shore and Auckland Teachers Colleges, and the General Man¬ 
ager of the Auckland Education Board and officers of his staff.
